Agayne , thoſe which had taſted of a god 
light of the Goſpell are runne backe a- 
gayne to they2 owne vomet: that ſinne, 
he that ener ſtode befoze is now fallen: 
that ſinne. 

If our pꝛoteſtantes aſke me, what , P2oti 
inne: J will tell thẽ dur pꝛoteſtantes are fine.

are our pꝛoteſtantes to godward:that fin, 
They are like to Iudas, they kifſe Chziſt 
and geue him gentle outward intertein⸗ 
ment, but it is fo2 30. pence 02 30. pound 
bauntage , oz money moe oz leſſe: that 
ſinne. They are like that Egle which the 
pꝛophet Eſay ſpeketh of: The egle which 
is with thee, is not on thy ſide: that ſin, 
They are like the pꝛinces of Jury that 
beleued in Chꝛiſt, but dare not confeſſe 
fo2 the Pharaſies: that ſinne. They are 
like Symon Magus that walketh with 
Philip like an Apoſtle, but woꝛkes with 
money like a woꝛldling:that ſinne, They 
be like Ananias and Saphira that dare 
not ventre all they haue with Chꝛiſt an 
the Apoſtles and hang clerely vpon Gods 
29utdence , but will be ſure to keepe one 
pace fo2 after clappes: that ſinne. Our 
pꝛoteſtantes are, the moſt that euer J ſe, 
like to Acabbes wife, ſhe neuer put en 
demure apparrell but when ſhe ſpake 
with the p2ophetes : ſo theſe men are ne- 
ver holy but at ſermon times and in pꝛe⸗ 
ſence of thoſe whoſe holines they dore 

uerence:thatfinne, 
But J will ſay perticulers, If the 

great 
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J will then tell them thus: The great 
men of the Land ſeeke to reare vppe 
houſes of Sicamore trees, and new ba- 
ed bricke battes, and to grow into 
ſuch rancke reuenewes in their coun- 
ties and ſneeres, that they feare nether 
God in heauen, nor prince in earth, 
nor feend in hell: that ſinne.

F ſay not but that 
Elizas can do ſome thing by courtly 
friendes, and other meanes, but Elizas in 
the name of a pꝛophet, # as he is Elizas, 
can do now a little oꝛ nothing:that ſinne, 
Agapne, if thoſe of the miniſtery de⸗ 
maund of me, what ſinne: J will anſwer 
fo; vs all: we are all of Percrs minde, 
bonum eſt nobis hic eſſe we thinke it a 
mery life to be till in this woꝛld, and to 
buylde our neſtes as high, as warme, and 
as during as we can ; that nne. We bs 
like Ely, he durſt not ſharpelp enough 
ꝛrett his childꝛen, noz we controle onr 
auditours. Iacob fell downe ſeucn times 
befo2e Iacobs face, but we make ſeuen⸗ 
ty ſeuen low downe crouching curteſies 
to euerp noble man, befoze we will tell 
him ok his duty how vndutifull ſo euer he 
be: that ſinne.

The fatter the 
one, the leaner the other. J ſpeake now 
to the wo2zlde and beaitly wozlvlinges, 
Bulles, Buckes, + Boꝛcs, Egles, Gripes, 
Nites, and all pe haggarde birdes of Ka⸗ 
uin, turne not. O turn not, as in Ouids 
Metamorphoſis, out of mẽ into beaſtes, 
but returne pe out of beaſtes into men;

Jf 
ſome warres be Gors warres , then all 
warres are not fo2bidden , The Baptiſt 
doth ſ&me to allow of ſouldiers, foꝛ he ge⸗ 
acth them rules ok life, as that theyſhould 
mite no man, and that they ſhould be con⸗ 
tent with the yꝛ owne wages. Paul would 
haue him ſelfe led to Ceſaria by ſtrength 
of ſouldiers. Dur Sauiour doth ſap:Geue 
vnto Czſer that which is Cæſers.

If he ſay, cut vp, they do cut vp. fapat 
the people ought thus to do foꝛ the pꝛinte 
and magiſtrate, to dꝛaw they2 weapon in 
his cauſe, and to lay dolene their life at 
his fotc: how much moꝛe ought the magi⸗ 
ſtrate foꝛ his owne cauſc, and foꝛ all their 
cauſes, to beare weapon, + not to beare it 
in vayne 2 but to purpoſe.

If they be aſhamed to talke of Chzift 
befo2e men, Chziſt will be aſhamed to 
talks of them befo2e his heaucnly father, 
Tertullian in hisboke of p2eſcriptiona 
gainſt heretickes, ſaith thus: It is notex- 
pedient for hini to leaue ſpeaking of 
the truth that doth 22 the Jat- 
ter day,where an open reaſon mult be 
geuen of the truth. The Cuaungelif 
doth ſay 2 Ye ſhall ſhew forth his death 
whileſt he come. Cucn to the coming 
Chziſt our talke ought to be of Chyilt, 
and of Chꝛiſtes death. Baſil ina certaine 
Cpiſtle doth ſay: They be traytors to 
the truth whoſocuer do not aunſwere 
readily & trucly of religion, and mat- 
ters in dininitie. Proſper Acquitanicus 
in his ſentences ſapth: He that ſeekes 


peace from Cod, let him be fee 
wit 
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with him (clfe, ſo that he haue not one 
thing ypon! his toung, and an other in 
his hart. The truth is trulp to be bele⸗ 
ued, and truely to be ſpoken, Vigilius in 
ie of the end ok his ſecond boke,ſayth thus: Vi 
gen, % cord prodeft credere. & c It is to no 
no] purpoſe for a man to beleue with his 
ruth! hart to 1uſtice , except conteſſion be 
tal | made with his mouth to ſaluation.
